Last week, I mentioned that if you make yourself the 
beneficiary of a trust that you set up, you generally won't get 
any significant estate tax benefits from it. There are several 
benefits that you can get however, and I want to discuss some 
of them this week. 

By having property in a trust before you die, you can avoid 
probate on that part of your estate. Probate is the procedure 
for .distributing the property' you own at death. Your will 
covers only your property whose transfer is not controlled by 
any other document, such as a trust agreement. When you set 
up a trust, you name the beneficiary or beneficiaries. You can 
also name succeeding beneficiaries, people who will become 
the beneficiaries if the primary beneficiary dies. Because the 
trust document is controlling the disposition of the property 
in the trust, the property does not have to go through probate.

make their financial life simpler. Instead of investing your 
money yourself, you can give it to a trustee and let him han- 
dle it for you. You can simply collect the income he generates 
instead of worrying about exactly how to invest the money 
yourself. A professional trustee often has the time, ex- 
perience, and knowledge to invest money very wiselyrWhere 
you or I could make, let's say 8 per cent on our money, a 
professional trustee might be able to make 10 or even 10 and a 
half per cent on that same money. In. this kind of 
arrangement, a trustee can sometimes make enough extra 
income to pay his own fee. Thus, you can have him do the 
work for you and it could end up costing you nothing for the 
trust services. Of course, trustees usually won't guarantee 
any such results. 

Trusts are sometimes used to shift income tax burdens. 
This has to be done very carefully and you have to watch out 
for the gift tax laws, but they can have great advantages. For 
example, let's say that you have $10,000 in savings and you 
don't need the income from. that money. You'd like to give the 
income from the $10,000 to your child. Before you can give 
him any income, you have to pay the income taxes on it. You 
can minimize this trip through the income tax wringer with 'a 
trust. By putting the $10,000 in a trust for a set number of 
years, following all the rules, and naming your child the 
beneficiary, you can give him the income without having to 
pay income taxes on it first. Of course he pays the income 
taxes, but most likely, he will have more spendable income 
from the money than if you had paid the taxes and given him 
what was left over. *
